In other words 
if the savings on fuel costs be­ 
tw een oil and 
gas amounts 
to 
$500 this will go towards paying 
off the indebtedness. The same 
will apply if the monthly saving 
amounts to $5000. 
The preliminary contract offer­ 
ed the board of public works was 
the point of a 
controversy and 
sharp words at the private m eet­ 
ing of the city council, mayor and 
the board of public 
works last 
M onday night. 
Cited Points 
E. P. Coleman, secretary of the 
board, 
cited 
w hat he 
termed 
m any inequities in the 
contract. 
However, at last night’s meeting 
the 
controversial 
points 
were 
seemingly all cleared up and now 
all that remains is the acceptance 
of the contract by both parties. 
The 
new 
contract 
will also 
specify that the light plant will 
have unlimited use of the gas 
facilities during the term that the 
indebteness is being paid off and 
also thereafter unless the demand 
is so great that service will have 
to be interupted for short periods 
to take care of peak demands. 
The gas company told the Daily 
Standard today that this would j 
occur very seldom and might n o t !

JOPLIN, Mo., Sept. 15.—(/Pi— 
Joplin was pounded by a terrific 
hailstorm early today which, ac­ 
cording to m ajor insurance ad ­ 
justm ent companies, caused a loss 
exceeding $1,000,000. 
Representatives of the com pan­ 
ies estimated that roofs of 6,500 
to 8,000 dwellings were wrecked 
or badly damaged by the jagged 
hailstones which measured up to 
nearly three inches across. 
The hail lasted about 10 m in­ 
utes and came down in two severe 
waves, blanketing the city. 
The 
heavy stones sounded like a bom ­ 
bardm ent as the storm, which cen­ 
tered in the city proper, moved 
in with a roar. 
However, there 
was little wind. 
Neon signs and awnings in the 
business district were broken and 
ripped. 
Many windows, particu­ 
larly in greenhouses, were sh at­ 
tered. 
W hether roofs of business houses 
were badly damaged was not im ­ 
mediately determined. 
Motor cars out in the open were 
pounded. 
Small limbs were rip­ 
ped from trees and streets w ere 
littered with leaves, giving Joplin 
the appearance 
of a prem ature 
autum n season. 
First reports 
indicated 
there 
w ere no injuries as the 
storm 
struck at a time when most per­ 
sons were asleep. 
Insurance adjustors from other 
cities were being rushed to Joplin 
this morning to 
determ ine 
the 
loss.

15 — Clarence 
Maddox, Dexter man, was found 
guilty of taking part in the Feb. 
21, 
holdup of 
the 
Gordonville 
Bank by a circuit court jury late 
yesterday at Benton. 
Maddox is the second of three 
men to be tried and convicted of 
taking part in the robbery. Paul 
Christian, 20 
year old 
Dexter 
youth, is expected to stand trial 
later this month on charges of 
taking part in the holdup. The 
state alleges he was the .driver of 
the escape car used by the robbers. 
After 
returning a 
verdict 
of 
guilty yesterday, the jury recom­ 
mended a sentence of five years 
for Maddox. The formal sentenc­ 
ing by Circuit Judge R. B. Oliver 
III is expected to take place later. 
Four Witnesses 
The state produced 
four wit­ 
nesses w ho were in the bank at 
the time of the hold up and who 
stated that Maddox was one of 
the robbers. They were Dewey 
Keller, cashier of the bank, Bill 
Winkler, assistant 
cashier, 
and 
John Wise 
and Joe 
Volkerding, 
patrons of the bank. 
All pointed to Maddox when 
asked if any of the men who held 
up the bank 
were 
present. The 
state’s witnesses further identi­ 
fied the 
accused 
as the man 
“wearing a white shirt and blue 
pants.” 
Maddox 
w a s 
calm 
throughout the trial and appeared 
to enjoy a recess which allowed 
him a chance to visit with his wife 
and two small children. 
Keller stated that at one point 
in the hold up, Thrum an Abbott, 
who already is under a 13 year 
sentence, 
brusned aside his tie 
with a gun saying he was going 
to shoot the cashier but that he 
didn’t w ant to spoil a “pretty tie.” 
Testifies About Gun 
When asked, during the testi­ 
mony, if Abbott had a gun, As­ 
sistant Cashier Winkler replied, 
“Yes, he did.” He answered, “Yes, 
it was,” 
w hen 
if 
the 
gun 
was cocked. 
Wise, of Gordonsville. fas cash­ 
ing a check at the time of the 
hold up. Volkerding, a G ordon­ 
ville farm er, and his four-year-old 
daughter entered the bank while 
the affair was in progress. 
The four said that they were 
ordered into a 
vault, 
with the 
young girl, 
and 
locked 
there 
while the men escaped. Keller said 
that he w atched through a crack 
in the vault door and that Maddox 
and Abbott carried sacks of money 
to the getaw ay car which Paul 
Christian, Dexter, is accused of 
driving. .Christian has 
not been 
brought to trial. 
Abbott was 
produced on the 
stand, but refused to testify on 
the grounds 
that he 
m ight in­ 
criminate himself. A case in which 
he is accused of taking $3 from 
Wise, in addition to 
the bank 
money, is still to be tried. 
No4 Forced Answer 
Judge R. B. Oliver III first said 
he would require Abbott to testify, 
saying he had already incrim inat­ 
ed himself at his trial, but did not 
force Abbott to answer questions 
when he continued to refuse to be 
examined. 
Maddox took the stand in his 
own defense and declared that he 
had not even been present at the 
bank on the day of the robbery. 
Instead, he said, he had gone to 
Essex to sell his automobile. 
The wile of the accused man 
also 
testified 
that he 
was in 
E^sex and at home on the day of 
the hold up. Mrs. Maddox said 
she and her cnildren w ent with 
him to Essex. She presented a 
receipt said to show the sale of 
the car. 
However, the man w ith whom 
Maddox said he 
had the 
auto­ 
mobile dealings, Fred Sifford, was 
not produced at the trial. Another 
witness said that 
M addox had 
been in Essex to sell his car, but 
could not fix the date. 
In their summation, the defense 
lawyers, J. G rant Frye and Kip 
Briney, said that the 
witnesses 
had been so intent on Abbott and 
his gun that they could not have 
gi\en much attention to the other 
man. They said that 
M addox’s 
presence had not been established 
beyound a reasonable doubt. 
Punishm ent in the case could 
have ranged from five years to 
death.

Korea, Sept. 15.— UP)—U. S. sol­ 
diers testified today at least three 
of their buddies were thrown into 
a roaring fire by their North Ko­ 
rean captors on the western front 
recently. 
This grisly tale of this latest in 
a series of Red atrocities against 
American prisoners came to light 
during a U. S. Second Division 
investigation today. 
The Americans were captured 
when the Reds overran an ad­ 
vance command post the night of 
Aug. 31. 
The American position 
fell during the first Communist 
drive that roi ked United Nations 
defenders back on their heels. 
Number of Witnesses. 
A num ber of witnesses told the 
Army inquiry 
board they 
saw 
their fellow soldiers, some of them 
wounded, thrown into a roaring 
fire which apparently had been 
built for that purpose. 
Sgt. Lester Marcum of Vaughn’s 
Mill, Ky., had a squad of A meri­ 
cans and South Koreans manning 
a 75-MM. gun on the perimeter 
of the overrun command post. He 
said he was about 200 to 300 yards 
away. 
Marcum said 
he 
saw 
three 
Americans thrown into the fire by 
the North Koreans. 
He said he 
heard one scream: “Don’t do it! 
Don’t do it!” 
The Sergeant said the Reds oc­ 
cupied the position about 30 m in­ 
utes and then moved on after the 
grim work was done. 
Another soldier named Stephan 
witnessed the scene. 
Stephan said the North Koreans 
made the fire with blankets and 
rinything available. 
He said the 
firey deathbed was about 10 feet 
across. 
Appeared Wounded. 
He said the first man tossed 
into the flames appeared to be 
wounded badly. 
He said the Reds 
carried him to the fire and he 
made no effort to get out. 
The second man, he said, was 
able to walk with difficulty. 
It 
was he who pleaded 
with 
the 
North 
Koreans. 
“They slugged him with some­ 
thing,” Stephan 
went on, “and 
threw him in.” 
Stephan said he could not watch 
the third man tossed into the fire 
but that he 
heard 
the 
victim 
scream with pain. 
Stephan said he was spotted by 
a Red Korean. 
The Red fired at 
him but he managed to escape to 
the American lines.

mick wrote to ’’Dear Joannie and 
Rose M arie.” 
This Is Daddy 
“This is daddy. I w ant you to 
listen and pay 
attention 
while 
Mommie reads this to you. Just 
try and m ake believe I was tiiere, 
talking to you. 
“Joannie, I don’t think you’ll 
rem em ber me because you were a 
little baby w hen I had to go away, 
but I used to sit and hold you a 
lot, and w hen you w ere a bad 
little girl, I used to make you sit 
in a chair until yoh w ere good, 
but I always loved you a lot and 
I was very proud of you. 
“Rose 
Marie, you 
should re ­ 
member me because I used to take 
you out with me a lot, and I used 
to buy you a lot of candy and 
sodas, and used to feel so good 
when people used to say you had 
eyes like mine. Remember the lit­ 
tle, puppy I 
bought you? 
Your

Doughboys, Marines Hit 


Beaches, Make Swift 


Progress in Big Port 


TOKYO, Sept. 16.— UP)— Am eri­ 
can Marines and infantry storm­ 
ed ashore in Korea’s w est coast 
today far behind Red battle lines 
and knifed swiftly under fire in­ 
to the big port of Inchon. 
The lands were m ade at the 
harbor for Seoul, the Red-held 
South Korean capital 22 m iles in­ 
land. 
Covered 
by 
bom bardm ents 
from British and American w ar­ 
ships, the 
Leathernecks 
landed 
first—at 6:30 a. m. (3:30 p. m., 
CST, Thursday.) 
Eleven hours later, the U. S. 
10th Army Corps w ent ashore. 
Led by tanks, they drove two 
miles into Inchon on their first 
lunge. 
MacArthur on Hand. 
General Douglas M acA rthur, the 
United Nations com m ander who 
planned the bold operation, was 
on hand to 
direct the landings. 
And he said: 
“The Navy and Marines have 
never shone more brightly than 
this morning.” 
Later he said the deep amphi­ 
bious penetration might break the 
backbone of the Korean Red Army. 
South Korean Marines landed 
at the same time on Korea’s east 
coast. 
These coordinated thrusts 
deep in Red territory were the 
kickoff of the long-aw aited U nit­ 
ed Nations offensive. 
This was the day of turning 
tide, coming after a series of bit­ 
terly-fought 
Allied 
withdrawals 
that began 
with 
the 
tank-led 
North Korean assault across the 
38th parallel June 25. 
Since that time, in a country 
slightly larger in area than Utah, 
the Allies had been shoved south­ 
ward on the mountainous penin­ 
sula into a box bridgehead on the 
southeast. 
The 
beachhead 
had 
shrunk to an area roughly 50 
miles wide, by 70 deep— smaller 
than Connecticut. 
165 Miles North. 
It was some 165 m iles to the 
northwest of this beachhead that 
MacArthur was throwing his main 
counter-punch. 
With warships slamming heavy 
shells into concealed Red shore 
positions, the Marines landed on 
Wolmi Island. 
It is connected to 
Inchon proper 
by a 
half-m ile 
causeway. 
Carrier planes slammed rockets 
at the shore guns, too, but the 
Marines still were under heavy 
fire. 
But they planted the Amer­ 
ican flag on W olmi’s highest hill 
within 32 minutes after landing. 
A general headquarters com­ 
munique said 
the 
strongly-de­ 
fended island was captured “with 
a minimum of casualties.” 
The

Mill, Ky., had a squad of A meri­ 
cans and South Koreans manning 
a 75-MM. gun on the perimeter 
of the overrun command post. He 
said he was about 200 to 300 yards 
away. 
Marcum said 
he 
saw 
three 
Americans thrown into the fire by 
the North Koreans. 
He said he 
heard one scream: “Don’t do it! 
Don’t do it!” 
The Sergeant said the Reds oc­ 
cupied the position about 30 min­ 
utes and then moved on after the 
grim work was done. 
Another soldier named Stephan 
witnessed the scene. 
Stephan said the North Koreans 
made the fire with blankets and 
iinything available. 
He said the 
firey deathbed was about 10 feet 
across. 
Appeared Wounded. 
He said the first man tossed 
into the flames appeared to be 
wounded badly. 
He said the Reds 
carried him to the fire and he 
made no effort to get out. 
The second man, he said, was 
able to walk with difficulty.

was he who pleaded 
with

North 
Koreans. 
“They slugged him with some­ 
thing,” Stephan went on, “and 
threw him in.”

Doughboys, Marines Hit 


Beaches, Make Swiff 


Progress in Big Port 
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TOKYO, Sept. 16.— UP)— Am eri­ 
can Marines and infantry storm­ 
ed ashore in K orea’s west coast 
today far behind Red battle lines 
and knifed swiftly under fire in­ 
to the big port of Inchon. 
The lands were made at the 
harbor for Seoul, the Red-held 
South Korean capital 22 m iles in­ 
land. 
Covered 
by 
bom bardm ents 
from British and American war­ 
ships, the 
Leathernecks 
landed 
first—at 6:30 a. m. (3:30 p. m., 
CST, Thursday.) 
Eleven hours later, the U. S. 
10th Army Corps went ashore. 
Led by tanks, they drove two 
miles into Inchon on their first 
lunge. 
MacArthur on Hand. 
General Douglas MacArthur, the 
United Nations commander who 
planned the bold operation, was 
on hand to 
direct the landings. 
And he said: 
“The Navy and Marines have 
never shone more brightly than 
this morning.” 
Later he said the deep amphi­ 
bious penetration might break the 
backbone of the Korean Red Army. 
South Korean Marines landed 
at the same time on K orea’s east 
coast. 
These coordinated thrusts 
deep in Red territory were the 
kickoff of the long-awaited Unit­ 
ed Nations offensive. 
This was the day of turning 
tide, coming after a series of bit­ 
terly-fought 
Allied 
withdrawals 
that began 
with 
the 
tank-led 
North Korean assault across the 
38th parallel June 25. 
Since that time, in a country 
slightly larger in area than Utah, 
the Allies had been shoved south­ 
ward on the mountainous penin­ 
sula into a box bridgehead on the 
southeast. 
The 
beachhead 
had 
shrunk to an area roughly 50 
miles wide, by 70 deep— smaller 
than Connecticut. 
165 M iles North. 
It was some 165 m iles to the 
northwest of this beachhead that 
MacArthur was throwing his main 
counter-punch.
